MANUAL  REPORT  OF  THS  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HE/JLTH 

FOR  THB  YBAR  1973 . 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you 
a  brief  report  for  1973  and  it  has  been  put  together  at 
very  short  notice  as  the  result  of  a  stupid  request  made 
by  the  Department  of  Health  &  Social  Security  a  week  or 
two  ago  to  produce  one.  What  they  expect  to  gain  from  it 
I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand.  There  arc  no  National 
statistics  produced  by  the  Registrar  General  until  April 
1974  so  it  is  not  possible  to  give  any  details  of  the  Birth 
Rate,  Death  Rate,  infant  Mortality  Rate  or  any  other  rate 
for  the  district  as  a  whole. 

One  set  of  figures  that  axe  available  however 
are  those  dealing  with  Home  Accidents.  In  1972  the  figures 
were  exceedingly  high  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  ey 
were  down'  by  more  than  50%  in  1973. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  were  higher  than 
in  1972  but  this  was  due  mostly  to  Measles  though  there  were 
3  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  of  Meningitis. 

Reorganisation  is  almost  upon  us  with  the 
new  authorities  emerging  on  the  first  day  of  April  1974, 

The  cost  of  them  will  be  enormous  and  it  remains  to  be 
seen  if  the  services  will  match  it  let  alone  justify  it. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  service  with  the  Council 
and  only  regret  that  because  of  lack  of  time  I  could  not 
be  more  involved  in  the  work  of  the  DepSirtment.  My  thanks 
to  Mr.  Jackson  whose  knov/ledge  and  vast  experience  will  be 
sadly  missed  by  the  new  District  Council. 

To  the  other  members  of  the  Department  my 
thainks  for  their  ever  ready  and  willing  assistance  at  all 
times . 

The  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  in  the  work  of  the  Department  is  a.lso 
gratefully  acknowledged.

industry , 

Through  a.  large  bulb  and  produce  auction  and  by 
other  means  a.  ready  market  is  fomid  for  the  products  of 
the  area  in  the  industrial  areas  of  the  VJest  Riding  and 
the  East  Midlands, 

Spalding  has  long  been  known  as  a  good  centre  for 
coarse  fishing  and  each  weekend  throughout  the  summer 
fishing  season  thousands  of  anglers  from  Sheffield  and  the 
industrial  Midlands  arrive  to  enjoy  a  day  by  the  Welland 
or  the  Coronation  Channel, 

In  recent  years  the  tovm  has  been  developing  as  a 
springtime  tourist  centre,  and  large  numbers  of  visitors 
come  to  see  "Springf ields” ,  the  unique  flower  specta.cle 
of  the  British  Bulb  Industry,  and  the  decorated  floats 
of  the  annual  Tulip  Parade.
